N eum an’s 
barber shop contains a few’ me­ 
mentoes of the older days. There 
are two trum pets, one of which was 
won by the departm ent in a hose 
coupling contest held in 1911. The 
other trum pet was won on a simi­ 
lar occasion. 
One of the nozzles on display 
was part of the original equipm ent 
of the old hand pump fire engine 
with which the departm ent started 
out in business. The other nozzle 
came with the old Jeffries outfit 
purchased when Arlington secured • 
its first w ater w’orks system. 
The helm ets are p art of present 
day equipment, which are more 
practical than they are popular. 
Few firemen will put them on un­ 
less facing a bad fire. 
The fireman m em bership button 
is a relic of the old days when ev­ 
ery volunteer fireman wore one of 
them in the lapel of his coat. The 
one on display was turned over to 
the departm ent on the occasion of 
its 40th anniversary 
by

W hite, an honorary m em ber of the 
organization. 
Mr. White has always been the 
volunteer historian of the d ep a rt­ 
ment. Looking through the records 
is noted th a t the first picnic and 
contest was held in 1908 on Labor 
Day.

week say that the proposed $135,- 
000 post office 
which is 
being 
awaited with much expectancy in 
Des Plaines has reached the draw­ 
ing stage—the stage where plans 
are being carefully worked out in 
detail.
